1. This is a public auction, mail-bid, and Inter¬ 
net sale held by Heritage Numismatic Auc¬ 
tions, Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”).

77 1887 PR 64 PCGS. Somewhat subdued with a lightly toned appear¬ 
ance and some spotting on the reverse. A curious area of weakness 
is seen on the denticles at the left side of the obverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 

78 1874 PR 65 PCGS. Lightly toned with a razor sharp strike. The sur¬ 
faces are deeply mirrored, a noteworthy positive factor for these 
often shallow issues. 

79 1875 PR 65 NGC. Highly reflective and displaying some pale sky- 
blue and golden toning. A scarcer date among proof Shield nickels. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY NICKELS 

80 1883 No Cents MS 64 NGC. Very well struck save for a couple of 
isolated areas of the wreath, with scintillating luster and flashes of 
golden peripheral color. 


81 1893 MS 65 NGC. A thin layer of silver-gray patina overlays each 
side. Well struck. 

82 1900 MS 65 PCGS. Light argent-gray patina is accented with hints 
of golden color. Popular tum-of-the-century date. 

83 1904 MS 64 PCGS. The clean silver-gray surfaces are essentially 
mark-free. Some weakness of strike on the reverse is the primary 
grade-limiting factor. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 

84 1891 PR 65 NGC. A hazy coating of deep gray color overlays both 
sides. Remnants of a fingerprint are seen on the obverse.

A 
lightly damaged piece retaining considerable eye appeal. Bold 
details and a sharp date are also present. 

98 1913-S Type Two MS 64 ANACS, a well impressed, lightly toned 
example of this semi-key date; and a 1929-S MS 64 PCGS, gray- 
golden patina overlays each side. (Total: 2 coins) 

99 1918-D VF 20 ANACS. A soft, gray colored piece with deep amber 
tones around the devices. All major details, including the date 
remain sharp and no significant surface marks are seen. A solid spec¬ 
imen of this better date Buffalo nickel.

150 1935 MS 67 Full Bands PCGS. A pristine, snow-white Gem that also 
comes equipped with razor sharp definition. 

151 1935 MS 67 Full Bands PCGS. Lustrous and bright with a razor 
sharp strike and no significant imperfections. No Full Bands coins 
have been certified finer by NGC and PCGS combined.

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169 1954-S MS 67 PCGS. As befits the respected grade, there are no vis¬ 
ible abrasions on either side of this frosty coin.

Subdued steel- 
gray surfaces with a little more life remaining on the reverse. 

180 1876 MS 65 NGC. Fully defined overall, both sides exhibit a hazy 
silver-gray appearance.

181 1879 XF 40 ANACS. Light gray overall with deeper splashes of 
charcoal and russet on each side. Popular, reduced mintage issue of 
just 13,600 business strikes. 

182 1880 VG 10 PCGS, most of the highpoint detail is worn smooth on 
this light gray example, one of 13,600 pieces struck; and an 1882 
VG 10 PCGS, medium gray with hints of russet in the protected 
areas and all the letters of LIBERTY at least partially visible, just 
15,200 business strikes were issued. (Total: 2 coins) 

183 1886 VF 35 NGC. The scarcest issue in the low mintage run of 1879 
to 1890 quarters, one of a mere 5,000 business strikes produced. 
Both sides of this minimally worn example are toned in rich violet 
and antique-gold hues, with remnants of hidden luster still in evi¬ 
dence. Genuine collector quality in this elusive quarter. 

CERTIFIED BARBER QUARTERS 

184 1895 —Artificially Toned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 60. Pin¬ 
point striking with gold and ice-blue toning. The surfaces are 
extremely clean for the grade, and an overall appearance that is not 
unpleasant. 
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185 1898-0 VF 25 ANACS, all seven letters of LIBERTY are sharp on 
this pleasing, medium-gray ‘98-0, a difficult issue in middle grades; 
and a 1902-0 VF 20 ANACS, a well balanced, light-gray example. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

186 1911-D MS 65 PCGS. Well defined and highly lustrous with a spray 
of light golden toning and essentially no marks. A significantly 
scarcer issue with only 3 pieces certified higher by NGC and PCGS 
combined. 

A normally struck Barber quarter with some 
original champagne and charcoal patina. Minor circulation marks 
are consistent with the grade.

197 1820/19 AU 50 ANACS. 0-102, R.l. The overdate is boldly defined 
and almost jumps off the surfaces of this original Bust half. It is a 
partially lustrous, typically detailed example with light wear overall. 
The center of the reverse has amber colored verdigris intermingled 
in the shield and surrounding areas, though hardly detracting. 

198 1830 Small 0 AU 58 NGC. 0-102, R.3. Most of the original mint 
luster still remains on this originally toned, gray and olive-green 
Bust half. The obverse was struck from a slightly misaligned die 
causing the top of that side to be tight, with very little of the denti¬ 
cles showing. 

199 1833 AU 55 ANACS. 0-102, R.l. This piece shows boldly struck 
central details, becoming a bit soft at the perimeters. Rich, golden- 
gray patina and radiant luster abound. 

Light¬ 
ly circulated with lovely pastel-violet patina that is accented at the 
borders with yellow-green color.

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

202 1840 Reverse of 1838 AU 58 NGC. This is a lightly toned, notice¬ 
ably prooflike survivor of this important transitional half dollar 
issue. Elusive any finer. 

203 1853 Arrows and Rays AU 50 ANACS. A sharply detailed coin with 
deep gold and brown toning. An attractive piece with light signs of 
circulation. 

204 1854 Arrows AU 58 NGC. Neither side of this type coin candidate 
reveal individually bothersome abrasions despite light circulation. 

205 1854 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Uniformly toned in a somewhat deep, 
silver-gray color, with olive-green overtones on both sides. The sur¬ 
faces are satiny-smooth and exceptionally well preserved. Struck 
from lightly clashed dies, with faint clash marks appearing on both 
the obverse and the reverse. An impressive coin that many would 
call a Gem. 

206 1858 AU 55 ANACS. A deeply toned example showing charcoal- 
gray surfaces with golden highlights. Bold details remain on this 
lightly circulated coin, and no significant surface marks are seen. 

207 1858 AU 58 NGC. Slight peripheral softness with considerable 
remaining luster and mottled blue and gray toning. 

208 1859 AU 58 NGC. A more difficult No Motto Seated half with deep, 
original toning on each side. 

209 1873-CC Arrows AU 50 PCGS. Small Mintmark. A lightly worn 
example of this popular type coin, with only a few minor contact 
marks from its journey through the channels of commerce, these 
being well hidden under medium toning. Both sides exhibit medium 
lilac patina with green-gray accents toward the borders. The Small 
CC mintmark is bold and sharp.

The obverse is quite sharp and naturally toned a 
green-gold color, the reverse is softly defined at the center and 
exhibits similar, but more subdued color.

216 1892 PR 64 PCGS. A popular first-year issue, this near-Gem exam¬ 
ple is modestly cameoed beneath smoky golden-gray iridescence.

217 1934 MS 65 PCGS. Incredibly bold with bright, satiny luster that is 
unimpeded by even the slightest color. 

218 1936-D MS 64 PCGS. Boldly struck with a swath of reddish-gold 
toning partially covering the obverse. A single blemish in the right 
obverse field is the lone deterrent to a higher grade.

This coin represented one of the more inter¬ 
esting chapters in the history of American numismatics. Originally 
produced with a higher silver content than the U.S. silver dollar, 
Trade dollars were destined for export to foreign countries to com¬ 
pete with other crown sized coins.

Brilliant and sharp with an especially clean 
cheek. 

268 1880 MS 65 NGC. Somewhat scarce as a Gem, the satiny surfaces 
are well defined and some russet-brown color is seen at the top of 
the obverse. Both major grading services report only 20 examples 
finer (2/00). 

269 1880 MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. Mildly reflective and sharply defined, 
some mottled golden and purple toning shows mostly on the reverse. 

270 1880-CC MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with just a hint of patina. 
Sharply struck, early CC issue. 

271 1880-CC MS 64 ANACS. 8 Over High 7. Boldly struck with a touch 
of golden toning at the rims and a particularly frosty obverse. 

272 1880-CC 8 Over High 7 MS 65 PCGS. A highly lustrous specimen 
exhibiting a sharp strike. The 7 is clearly visible under the second 8 
in the date.

The rich endowment of 
mint frost, as well as the razor sharp striking definition, does full jus¬ 
tice to this carefully produced issue. There are no bagmarks on either 
side and the overall appearance is one of brilliance despite light pati- 
nation. NGC and PCGS combined report only 35 examples in MS 68 
with none finer.

1883 MS 65 NGC. A thin border ring of golden color is seen on each 
side. Clean and virtually mark-free. 

1883-CC MS 65 NGC. A popular CC-mint Morgan, both sides of 
this coin are untoned. The thick, swirling luster and crisp striking 
definition are characteristic of the issue. 


1883-CC MS 63 Ultra Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Although 
localized abrasions are noted in the field to the left of the portrait, the 
incredible depth and contrast of this otherwise common Carson City 
issue are truly remarkable. 

1883-0 MS 65 PCGS. Untoned and typically struck for an O-mint 
Morgan. 

1883-0 MS 65 PCGS. A crescent of golden-tan patina about the 
upper reverse periphery interrupts the otherwise frosty-white 
appearance of this smooth Gem. 

1883-0 MS 66 PCGS. Rather well impressed for an O-mint Morgan,

1884-0 MS 65 PCGS. Both sides are sharply struck, lustrous, and 
free of distracting bagmarks. 

1884-S—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. A 
sharply detailed piece that has been cleaned to an unnatural, brilliant 
look. There are numerous, light surface marks but none are deep or 
serious in nature. 


1885-CC MS 65 PCGS. Fully bright with sparkling white luster. A 
small black spot is noted above Liberty’s eye, and several luster 
grazes are seen in the left obverse field. 

1885-0 MS 65 NGC. The clean, well defined surface exhibits liber¬ 
al amounts of deep, original patina.

Redfield date. Some weakness on the eagle’s breast is noted on the 

309 1887/6-0 MS 64 PCGS. Virtually impossible to locate above the 
present level of preservation, this popular overdate is a prized find 
for a Morgan dollar die variety collector. The otherwise boldly 
defined features display characteristic incompleteness of strike over 
the center of the obverse. While the rich mint luster serves to 
enhance the overall eye appeal, a few minor luster grazes on Liber¬ 
ty’s cheek are barely noteworthy detractions. 

310 1888 MS 65 PCGS. This powerfully impressed Gem is essentially 
free of both toning and abrasions. 

311 1888 MS 66 PCGS. Essentially mark-free with scintillating luster 
and golden-orange peripheral accents. Far from a common issue at 
the MS 66 grade level. 

312 1889-CC—Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 30. Both 
obverse and reverse of this Carson City key show even wear and a 
natural steel-gray color, being ever-so-slightly muted by an old and 
not too serious cleaning. 

313 1889-CC AU 50 PCGS. A light overlay of original patina has gath¬ 
ered on each side of this rare Morgan issue. Lightly circulated, a sin¬ 
gle milling mark is noted on Liberty’s cheek. 

314 1889-0 MS 64 PCGS. This is a lightly toned Morgan whose features 
are free of all but the most trivii bagmarks. Elusive any finer and 
always popular at this desirable level of preservation. 

315 1889-0 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny surfaces are untoned except for a dash 
of golden color about the obverse periphery and are especially clean 
for the assigned grade. Only the normal softness of strike over Lib¬ 
erty’s ear precludes consideration at the far more valuable Gem tier. 

316 1890 MS 64 NGC. Very well defined for this high mintage issue, 
with just a hint of golden color on the obverse and clean, satiny 
fields. 

317 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Very well produced for this chronically sub¬ 
standard issue, with sparkling cartwheel luster and ample sharpness 
on the central devices. The untoned surfaces are only a few modest 
facial marks from consideration as a Gem. 

318 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Especially clean for the grade with some light 
gray-golden patina. 

319 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with decent definition on 
each side. 


320 1890-S MS 64 ANACS; 1890-0 MS 63; 1891 MS 62; 1904 MS 62; 
and a 1922-D MS 63. All coins are ANACS encapsulated and show 
lustrous, essentially brilliant features. (Total: 5 coins) 

321 1891 MS 65 ANACS. Boldly struck and white with blazing luster 
and a few light contact marks on the reverse. 

322 1891-CC—Scratched—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 60. VAM-3, 
Top 100. A frosty-white example of the relatively obtainable “Spit¬ 
ting Eagle” variety, marred only by a few hairline scratches on Lib¬ 
erty’s cheek. 


323 1891-CC MS 62 ANACS. VAM-3, Top 100 Variety. Another exam¬ 
ple of the so-called “Spitting Eagle” variety, lightly toned and typi¬ 
cally marked for the grade. 

324 1892 MS 60 ANACS. Untoned, satiny surfaces with average sharp¬ 
ness and few appreciable marks. 

325 1892-CC MS 63 PCGS. Somewhat subdued, yet rather smooth for 
the MS 63 grade. Mottled champagne iridescence hugs the obverse 
rim of this popular and conditionally challenging CC-mint issue. 

326 1892-0 MS 63 ANACS. Untoned with a bright, satiny appearance 
and the normal softness of strike in the centers. 

327 1892-S—Cleaned—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. Considerable 
retoning has taken place and now this piece has regained a more nat¬ 
ural look. Much detail remains and few surface marks are seen. 


328 1893 MS 64 PCGS. This P-mint issue boasts an original mintage of 
only 378,000 business strikes. A thin veil of lilac-gray iridescence 
overlays the smooth, frosty surfaces of this carefully preserved 
example. 

329 1895-0 AU 50 ANACS. Basically untoned, although more gray in 
appearance from modest circulation, with a combination of striking 
softness and wear on the highpoints. The 1895-0 is the most diffi¬ 
cult New Orleans issue at this grade level. 

330 1895-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. Soft golden 
tones have softened the surfaces on this cleaned coin providing a 
more appealing look. Bold details remain and most of the surface 
marks are light in nature. A nice example of this semi-key San Fran¬ 
cisco Mint dollar. 

331 1896 MS 65 NGC. The frosty-white surfaces are sharply struck and 
smooth from rim to rim. 

332 1896 MS 65 NGC. Bright overall, just a hint of golden patina is 
reported on the reverse. 

333 1901 AU 55 ANACS, delicate golden overtones are noted on both 
sides of this lightly abraded example; and a 1901-S AU 55 ANACS, 
untoned with surprisingly few distractions for a circulated Morgan 
dollar. (Total: 2 coins) 

334 1901 MS 62 PCGS. A legendary rarity among Morgan dollars, the 
1901 is a prized commodity in all Mint State grades. This is a mini¬ 
mally marked coin for the grade whose untoned surfaces show a 
somewhat muted, silver-gray appearance. Both sides are, nonethe¬ 
less, attractive and the striking detail is needle sharp. (See Color 
Photo) 

335 1901 MS 63 NGC. A Select, lustrous example of this condition rar¬ 
ity, with a hard metallic sheen on both sides, as is typical for most 
‘01-P dollars. A small planchet flake is noted on Liberty’s lower jaw, 
and, as usual, the centers of the central devices are not fully struck 
up. These considerations are certainly secondary when one consid¬ 
ers the extreme rarity of 1901-P Morgan dollars in strict Mint State 
conditions. 

336 1903-S XF 45 ANACS, olive-gray color blankets both sides of this 
lightly worn example; and a 1904—Cleaned—ANACS, AU Details, 
Net XF 40, somewhat subdued in appearance with scattered hair¬ 
lines and abrasions. (Total; 2 coins) 

337 1921-S MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned with a couple of tiny marks. 
Some weakness of strike is noted on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLAR 


338 1900 PR 65 NGC. Deep “target” toning shows from years of stor¬ 

age in a cardboard holder. The obverse center is much lighter, and 
the reverse is very deeply patinated overall. A “must see” coin for 
the toning enthusiast.

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CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

339 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Beautiful orange-gold patina blankets both sides 
of this attractive Peace dollar. Were it not for hallmark striking soft¬ 
ness in the centers, this nicely preserved example might qualify for 
a full Gem grade. 

340 1923 MS 66 NGC. Dappled swirls of golden-honey iridescence con¬ 
firm the originality of this pristine P-mint example. Quite well 
impressed for the series. 

341 1923-D MS 64 PCGS. Well detailed for the issue with a hard, semi- 
reflective luster and a smattering of golden color on each side. 

342 1926 MS 65 PCGS. Pleasant golden patina equally blankets each 
side. Minimally marked with excellent underlying luster. 

343 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. A light amount of silver-gray color coats each 
side of this very clean, Choice specimen. 

344 1927 MS 64 PCGS. A few small milling marks are seen on each side 
of this moderately toned piece. 

345 1927 MS 65 PCGS. A very pleasing, high grade example of this pop¬ 
ular and scarce semi-key date. Both sides have light golden toning 
and the strike is nearly fall. 

346 1927 MS 66 NGC. Creamy mint brilliance, with ample detail and 
only a couple of well scattered, insignificant obverse marks. Some 
pastel-golden patina has gathered on the surfaces over the years. 
Rare and unsurpassable in this outstanding grade. 

347 1927-D MS 64 PCGS. Bold definition with light golden toning and 
unusually clean surfaces for the grade. 

348 1934 MS 65 PCGS. The sharply struck, mark-free surfaces show 
scintillating frosty luster. This is a scarcer P-mint issue that is not 
often encountered in MS 65 condition. 

349 1934 MS 65 NGC. A satiny Gem with delicate golden highlights that 
are most noticeable on the reverse. Sharply defined. 

350 1934-S MS 65 PCGS. The undisputed key to the Peace dollar series, 
the ‘34-S is a strong performer in all Mint State grades. The present 
piece displays mottled lilac-gray and tan-brown toning over excep¬ 
tionally clean surfaces. The strike is quite bold for an S-mint issue in 
this series. Population: 90 in 65,13 are finer. 

351 1935 MS 64 PCGS. Bright and essentially untoned with a bit of a 
fuzzy strike on the eagle. 

352 1935 MS 64 PCGS. Bright and well struck with an especially clean 
cheek for the grade. A couple of tiny luster grazes are noted on the 
reverse. A near-Gem specimen. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

353 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 64 PCGS. As befits the 
grade, the yellow-gold surfaces are free of mentionable abrasions. 
Both sides are sharply struck and fully frosted. (See Color Photo) 

354 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Some opaque 
patina has accumulated on both sides. A well defined specimen. 

355 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. Mottled shades of gold, pink, 
and orange patina attractively decorate each side. A difficult com¬ 
memorative gold dollar at this grade level. 

356 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 63 PCGS. Deep orange-golden toning 
forms a halo about the peripheries on each side. The central devices 
exhibit a slightly subdued appearance, probably the grade-limiting 
factor. Scarce. 

357 1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. A borderline Gem with shimmering 
luster and a pleasing, original orange-golden appearance overall. 
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358 1917 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. Appearing finer than the stated grade, 
this is a lustrous specimen with a pronounced reddish-golden color. 
No singularly mentionable detractions are noted. 

359 1922 Grant MS 64 PCGS. A conditionally challenging issue, this is 
a smooth, satiny example that has some claim to a coveted Gem 
grade. Green-gold in appearance with memorable eye appeal for the 
issue. (See Color Photo) 

360 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 NGC. Bright with no mentionable 
toning on either side. A popular, affordable specimen. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


361 P-Mint Type One Gold Dollars MS 61 NGC. Included are: 

1849 MS 61 NGC. Well struck, the grade is accounted for by sever¬ 
al scratches in the obverse fields. 

1850 MS 61 NGC. Bright yellow-gold color. Weakly struck in the 
centers. 

1851 MS 61 NGC. The luster is somewhat subdued, and each side 
shows several small abrasions. 

1852 MS 61 NGC. Fully struck. 

1853 MS 61 NGC. A pleasing coin for the grade that is fully struck 
and shows decent luster for the grade. An alloy stain is located at the 
top of the reverse. 

1854 Type One MS 61 NGC. Fully struck and die clashed on both 
sides. (Total: 6 coins) 

362 1849-D AU 55 PCGS. It is often common for a first-year issue of a 
new design or denomination to be hoarded by the collecting public, 
and the gold dollars of 1849 were no exception. One of the more 
available D-mint pieces, this example is better struck than most in 
the centers, and the fields are semi-reflective, a trait sometimes 
found on this issue. The reverse is rotated approximately 30 degrees 
starboard and a tiny contact mark is seen over the R of DOLLAR. A 
most attractive, Dahlonega dollar that should see spirited bidding. 

363 1853 AU 58 ANACS. Light in color with excellent sharpness 
throughout and pleasing, satiny luster. 

364 1854-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. The clean¬ 
ing has resulted in a bright yellow-gold appearance, but the surfaces 
are minimally hairlined and the overall eye appeal is still quite 
impressive. Both sides of this popular first-year S-mint gold dollar 
are sharply struck and free of noticeable abrasions. 

365 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. A flashy, near-Mint example with 
noticeable clash marks on each side. Just a hint of wear shows under 
the rich golden luster. 

366 1854 Type Two MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and sharply struck for the 
issue with greenish-gold coloration. This extremely popular type is 
scarce at all levels of Mint State. 

367 1855 AU 58 PCGS. This P-mint Type Two issue is always in 
demand among type collectors and gold specialists alike. The pre¬ 
sent near-Gem boasts pleasing honey-gold coloration and blushes of 
remaining luster in the protected areas. Suitably defined for the issue 
and problem-free for the grade. (See Color Photo) 

368 1855 AU 58 PCGS. Delicate rose overtones are noted on the other¬ 
wise honey-gold surfaces. Both sides are minimally marked for a 
circulated gold coin and this example’s status as a popular Type Two 
gold dollar should ensure its warm reception among type collectors. 

369 1855 AU 58 PCGS. Just a little soft on the central details, as usual, 
a few minor clash marks are noted overall. Lightly circulated with 
good remaining luster. 

370 1855-0 AU 55 NGC. A doubly important issue, the 1855-0 is the 
only Type Two gold dollar struck at New Orleans. This is an above 
average example with notable remaining luster, a reasonably sharp 
strike, and no distracting marks or other impairments. Worthy of a 
strong bid. 

371 1874 MS 64 PCGS. A glittering example with partially reflective 
fields and a subtle reddish-golden cast. Choice quality throughout. 
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372 1880 MS 66 NGC. With an original mintage of only 1,600 business 
strikes, the 1880 gold dollar is an understandably scarce issue that 
becomes quite rare at the present level. This is a uniformly frosted 
Gem whose surfaces show golden-rose and green-gold colors. The 
sharply struck features reveal no grade-limiting distractions. 

373 1889 MS 68 NGC. Bom out of the California Gold Rush in 1849, 
the gold dollar passed from the coinage scene in 1889 rather igno- 
miniously with a mintage of only 28,590 pieces. Many examples 
were apparently saved as today the 1889 is the most common gold 
dollar from the 1880s. At the MS 68 level, however, NGC and PCGS 
combined report only four examples with none finer. This gorgeous 
Condition Census example displays rich orange-gold coloration over 
pristine, satiny surfaces. The strike is razor sharp throughout and the 
overall appearance is one of numismatic perfection. (See Color 
Photo) 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

374 1834 Classic—Scratched, Cleaned—AN ACS. XF Details, Net VF 
30. A bright coppery-gold example with numerous pinscratches 
above the portrait and a less obtrusive diagonal scratch across the 
eagle’s left wing and shield. 

375 1834 Classic MS 62 PCGS. Green-gold in color with noticeable 
reflectivity in the fields. Both sides are sharply struck and the scat¬ 
tered, grade-defining abrasions detract little from this coin’s overall 
pleasing eye appeal. The first year of Classic Head quarter eagle pro¬ 
duction, this is an important coin for Mint State type purposes. 

376 1839-D AU 58 PCGS. Well struck with rich antique-golden luster 
abounding over each side. An extremely popular issue, both as a D- 
mint quarter eagle and for the type with the mintmark placed so 
prominently on die obverse over die date. Light evidence of circula¬ 
tion is noted, but there are no singularly distracting marks. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

377 1840-C XF 45 PCGS. Legitimately scarce in all grades, one of only 
12,822 pieces struck, and popular as the first C-mint of the Coronet 
type. This is a sofdy struck coin, typical of the issue, with abundant, 
original antique-golden color. Certainly a worthwhile addition for 
any Charlotte gold collection. 

378 1843-C Large Date—Graffiti—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. 
Both sides are moderately abraded and show blushes of rich cop¬ 
pery-red patina that in no way diminish the flashiness of the under¬ 
lying luster. When viewed under a glass, the outline of a small P can 
be distinguished in the field above the back of the eagle’s head. 

379 1847-0—Cleaned, Tooled Reverse—ANACS. XF Details, Net Fine 
15. Although this piece is somewhat problematic, it retains an over¬ 
all appealing look. Sharp details are seen and the surfaces, though 
bright, show no deep marks exclusive of the tooling on the reverse. 

380 1855 MS 63 PCGS. Well impressed overall, save for some slight 
weakness on the eagle’s left leg. Highly lustrous with deep yellow- 
golden color. One of the more frequently seen early Coronet quarter 
eagles. 

381 1857-S XF 45 NGC. Bright, still-lustrous surfaces display modest 
wear on the highpoints and are hampered only by a few pinpoint 
marks in the fields. One of the more available early S-mint quarter 
eagles, but not often found significantly finer. 

382 1875-S AU 55 PCGS. Better struck than usually seen, this piece 
shows no overly objectionable marks and has a rich reddish color 
throughout. A small rim indention is noted at 3 o’clock on the 
reverse. Scarce, especially in higher grades. 

383 1878 MS 64 PCGS. Smooth, frosty luster and reddish-golden tinting 
enhance the surfaces. Well struck, but not quite full, certainly a 
worthwhile Choice example. 

384 1900 MS 63 NGC. An attractive, lustrous type coin. 

385 1901 AU 58 PCGS. Just a smidgen of friction is noticed over bright, 
satiny surfaces. 
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386 1901 MS 62 PCGS. Pale reddish-golden patina, this example 
appears somewhat finer than the stated grade. 

387 1901 Gold Year Set MS 64 NGC. Included are: 

1901 Quarter Eagle MS 64 NGC. Fully struck, the cartwheel luster 
shows a few tiny copper-colored encrustations around the obverse 
periphery. 

1901 Half Eagle MS 64 NGC. Sharply defined, the satiny surfaces 
show few noticeable abrasions on either side. 

1901 Eagle MS 64 NGC. Just a bit softly struck in the centers, even 
orange-gold color covers both sides of this satin-surfaced near-Gem. 
1901 Double Eagle MS 64 NGC. The bright, flashy surfaces have a 
distinct reddish-coppery gleam that is most attractive. (Total: 4 
coins) 

388 1902 MS 63 PCGS. A well defined, highly lustrous example. A small 
alloy spot is mentioned on the first A of AMERICA. 

389 1902 MS 65 PCGS. Deep golden color gravitates toward the centers, 
the border areas are much tighter. A sharply defined, no-questions 
Gem example. 

390 1902 MS 65 PCGS. Soft golden patina decorates both sides of this 
well defined Gem. Two tiny marks are seen on Liberty’s jaw under 
her ear. 

391 1903—Damaged—ANACS. Unc. Details. Net AU 55. Lustrous and 
easily of select quality were it not for two small digs, one located 
between stars 1 and 2 and the other to the left of the date that extends 
from the denticles to the base of the portrait 

392 1906 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and very attractive. A few marks on the 
reverse limit the grade. 

393 1906 MS 65 PCGS. During their long tenure, Liberty quarter eagles 
came to be one of the best produced series of U.S. coins. In the later 
years, many were saved or hoarded, thus we now enjoy a reasonably 
plentiful supply of high quality pieces. This example is no exception 
with pinpoint definition and satiny, lustrous surfaces. 

394 1906 MS 65 PCGS. A no-questions Gem that exhibits frosty sur¬ 
faces, a sharp strike, and full, original luster. 

395 1907 MS 65 PCGS. A frosty Gem that exhibits pinpoint definition 
and rich reddish-golden luster. Final year of the Liberty quarter 
eagle. 

396 1907 MS 65 PCGS. Shimmering, creamy luster with minimal eye- 
visible marks and a great deal of appeal. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


397 1908 MS 63 PCGS. The bright, orange-gold surfaces seem conserv¬ 
atively graded at the MS 63 level. 

398 1908 MS 64 PCGS. Fully bright and lustrous with rich orange-gold¬ 
en patina. A well struck example, some diagnostic weakness shows 
on the eagle’s upper wingtip. We are unsure why this is not in an MS 
65 holder. 

399 1908 MS 64 NGC. Smooth and essentially yellow-gold in color, 
both sides reveal a few areas of darker color about the rims. 
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400 1908 MS 64 NGC. First year of issue for the Pratt designed quarter 
eagle and half eagle. This is a coin of extraordinary beauty with 
pinkish-rose tinted surfaces that show bright mint luster. A definite 
high-end example of this popular date. 

401 1909 MS 63 PCGS. Shimmering mint frost with sharp definition and 
the look of a higher graded coin. 

402 1909 MS 64 PCGS. The rich copper-gold surfaces show sharply 
impressed features and no mentionable abrasions. 

403 1909 MS 64 NGC. A somewhat scarcer issue, this is a lustrous, 
green-gold near-Gem. Sharply struck throughout and temptingly 
close to an even higher grade. 

404 1909 MS 64 NGC. Highly lustrous with bright golden color. A well 
defined Choice specimen. 

405 1910 MS 62 NGC. Bright pinkish-golden color and a good strike. A 
near-Select specimen. 

406 1910 MS 62 NGC. Bright and sharp with a couple of facial marks 
that limit the grade. 

407 1910 MS 63 NGC. Nicely struck for the series with a few wispy 
abrasions in the reverse field. 

408 1910 MS 63 PCGS. Sparkling luster and sharp striking details char¬ 
acterize this clean, near-Choice type coin. 

409 1910 Gold Year Set MS 63 NGC. Included are: 

1910 Quarter Eagle MS 63 NGC. Well defined with cleaner surfaces 
than one might expect from the grade. 

1910 Half Eagle MS 63 NGC. Bright, yellow-gold color accents this 
smooth, satin-like five. 

1910 Eagle MS 63 NGC. Sharply defined with the usual matte-like 
texture and mustard-yellow color. 

1910 Double Eagle MS 63 NGC. Well struck with soft, frosted lus¬ 
ter. (Total: 4 coins) 

410 1910 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with a couple of small marks in the 
reverse field. 

411 1910 MS 64 NGC. Only 492,000 quarter eagles were struck in 1910, 
and survivors are anything but common at the MS 64 level. This 
richly colored example displays mottled copper-gold highlights over 
otherwise orange-gold surfaces. Nicely struck. 

412 1911 Gold Year Set MS 63 NGC. Included are: 

1911 Quarter Eagle MS 63 NGC. Excellent luster characteristics, a 
couple of light scrapes are mostly hidden among the feathers in the 
headdress. 

1911 Half Eagle MS 63 NGC. Clean, satiny, orange-gold surfaces. 
1911 Eagle MS 63 NGC. A bit softly struck on the reverse, the sur¬ 
faces are generally quite clean for this design type. 

1911 Double Eagle MS 63 NGC. Fully struck with the usual sub¬ 
dued, matte-like surfaces. (Total: 4 coins) 

413 1911 MS 64 NGC. Essentially green-gold in color, the smooth, 
sharply struck surfaces reveal rich, orange colored overtones at 
select angles 

414 1911 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with splendid, bright luster and 
attractive, light color. 

415 1912 MS 63 NGC. Boldly struck with pleasant luster and a pro¬ 
nounced reddish-crimson appearance. 

416 1912 MS 63 PCGS. Pronounced reddish-golden color is seen over¬ 
all. 

417 1912 MS 64 NGC. The smooth, mark-free surfaces are at the thresh¬ 
old of a full Gem grade and the bold strike is free of criticism. 

418 1913 MS 63 PCGS. Fully lustrous with original, deep golden color 
and a sharp strike. 

419 1913 MS 64 NGC. Frosty and golden-rose in appearance, the sur¬ 
faces are essentially Gem in quality.

420 1913 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant, sparkling luster with a bold strike and 
the look of a higher graded coin. 

421 1914-D MS 62 NGC. A lustrous, well struck example. 

422 1914-D MS 64 NGC. After the ‘11-D and ‘14, the 1914-D is the key 
to the Indian quarter eagle series. A remarkably well preserved rep¬ 
resentative, the surfaces are bright, lustrous, and orange-gold in 
color. The mintmark is boldly defined and the devices show above 
average striking detail. An important bidding opportunity for the 
20th century gold specialist. 

423 1914-D MS 64 PCGS. Variegated shades of pink-gold and yellow- 
gold decorate each side. Well struck. 

424 1915 MS 62 PCGS. Original and quite frosty with the obverse 
appearing a bit finer. 

425 1915 MS 63 NGC. Select quality throughout with bright luster and 
a good strike. 

426 1915 MS 64 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces are free of most abra¬ 
sions and both sides show needle sharp striking detail. A lovely coin 
for high quality type purposes. 

427 1915 MS 64 PCGS. Full, but slightly muted luster with a sharp strike 
and few imperfections. This example has some claim to a higher 
grade. 

428 1915 MS 64 NGC. This is a sharply struck and snappy quarter eagle. 
Originally toned in golden-rose shades, the surfaces have some 
claim to a full Gem grade. 

429 1925-D MS 64 NGC. This bright pink-golden specimen displays a 
fully lustrous, sharply struck appearance. The mintmark is charac¬ 
teristically soft, but this hardly detracts from this near-Gem. 

430 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Some minor weakness of strike in the central 
regions serves to limit the grade. Fully lustrous. 

431 1925-D MS 64 NGC. Competing swirls of golden-rose and copper- 
gold hues are noted on both sides of this gorgeous example. There 
are no areas of bothersome striking weakness. 

432 - 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. An affordable and highly attractive type coin. 

Bright golden luster with a good strike. 

433 1926 AU 55 PCGS. Splotchy rose and coppery-orange patina is lim¬ 
ited to the obverse. 

434 1926 MS 63 PCGS. Deep, frosty luster is combined with a very bold 
strike. Excellent as a Select type coin. 

435 1926 MS 64 NGC. Clean overall and a perfect type coin selection 
for the Indian quarter eagle series. 

436 1926 MS 64 NGC. Frosty with deep orange-gold patina, the surfaces 
display pinpoint striking definition and features that would do jus¬ 
tice to a full Gem grade. 

437 1927 MS 63 PCGS. Rich golden color, a conservatively graded 
example. 

438 1927 MS 64 PCGS. A richly toned, near-Gem specimen exhibiting a 
sharp strike and minimal surface distractions. 

439 1927 MS 64 NGC. Crisply defined with smooth, yellow-gold fea¬ 
tures, the surfaces reveal a few well concealed alloy spots on both 
sides. 

440 1928 MS 63 NGC. An evenly balanced, untoned coin with no sig¬ 
nificant problems. 

441 1928 MS 63 NGC. Unusually well struck for this often soft issue. 
Lustrous throughout. 

442 1928 MS 64 NGC. Fully original with a partial overlay of antique- 
golden patina. 
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443 1928 MS 64 NGC. There do not appear to be any abrasions that 
would bar this bright, green-gold example from an even higher 
grade. 

444 1929 AU 55 PCGS. Well struck with deep coppery stains over both 
obverse and reverse. 

445 1929 MS 63 NGC. A remarkably clean, bright example of this final- 
year issue. 

446 1929 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with a number of small contact marks. 


447 1929 MS 63 NGC. Another Select example with golden-orange 

color. 


448 1929 MS 64 NGC. The blazing luster presents a lightly toned 
appearance. Sharp and nearly mark-free. 

449 1929 MS 64 PCGS. Near-Gem quality with frosty, golden-orange 
luster. 


450 1929 MS 64 NGC. Orange-gold in color, this is a sharply struck, 

minimally marked representative of this final-year issue. 


CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


451 1854 MS 64 PCGS. Soft, satiny luster with a bold strike and the 
appearance of a higher graded coin. The first year of issue and the 
only year that small letters were used on the reverse. A gorgeous, 
near-Gem example of this popular series. 

452 1855 AU 50 PCGS. Minimally worn beneath a coating of orange 
patina that is deepest in the protected areas. The underlying surfaces 
are generally quite clean, save for a small, curved mark above the 
headdress. 

453 1856 AU 50 PCGS. Both sides of this minimally worn example are 
accented in a light reddish patina, with dashes of milky gray-violet 
color about portions of the obverse lettering. 

454 1857 XF 40 ANACS. Rich coppery-gold surfaces retain much of the 
original detail, suggestive of an AU rating, but this is tempered by 
numerous light field marks on each side. Faint die clashing is also 
detected on the reverse. 

455 1859 MS 63 NGC. While not considered rare, the 1859 is still an 
infrequently encountered date among the early issues in the three 
dollar series. It is especially elusive in Mint State condition with 
Select specimens being very scarce. This is a well struck piece that 
has superior luster characteristics. It has none of the often-seen die 
clash marks and only a couple of minimal abrasions are reported. 
Boldly repunched on the 9 in the date, the reverse is slightly rotated 
in a clockwise direction. Population: 6 in 63,17 finer. 

456 1862 MS 61 PCGS. A difficult issue from the popular Civil War era, 
one of just 5,750 business strikes produced. This example is very 
well struck with noticeable striations beneath rich orange and steel- 
blue patina. Population: 4 in 61, 20 finer (2/00). 

457 1874 AU 50 PCGS. Slightly finer by degree of wear, but the surfaces 
impart a brighter than usual appearance. 

458 1874 MS 62 PCGS. Well detailed with better luster than is often 
exhibited by this more available three dollar issue, and a thin layer 
of golden-orange patina on each side. 

459 1878—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. At first glance, 
this coin appears Mint State. Close examination reveals a light 
cleaning at one time, but the surfaces have now retoned to an attrac¬ 
tive copper-golden color. A little softly defined on the highpoints. 

460 1878 MS 61 NGC. Bright surfaces are light in color through the cen¬ 
ters and show tinges of deeper orange-gold at the margins. Typical 
Uncirculated quality for this popular issue. 
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461 1885 XF 45 ANACS. A very scarce issue of just 800 business 

strikes, the second lowest mintage in the series. Most survivors are 
of Uncirculated quality, but there are a number of XF and AU pieces 
known as well, an indication that at least a portion of the mintage did 
circulate and was not saved entirely by hoarders. Although only 
modestly circulated, most of the original prooflike luster has been 
diluted by wear and/or wispy hairlines. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 


462 1838-D—Obverse Rim Filed, Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net 

XF 40. An eye-catching, bright gold color with hints of maroon are 
seen on this piece, issued in the first year of operation by the 
Dahlonega, Georgia mint. Nearly full details are seen and though 
surface marks are evident, they are not severe in nature. Though this 
piece has been “Net Graded” by ANACS, it retains much desirabil¬ 
ity as a legitimately scarce issue. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


463 1851-C AU 55 NGC. An important condition rarity among C-mint 
fives. When David Akers wrote his auction survey on this series, he 
stated he had never seen an AU example of this issue. The surfaces 
of this coin are very bright. The central striking details are a bit 
weak, as usual, but the peripheral devices are well brought up. There 
are a few minor contact marks on each side, but none are worthy of 
singular mention. An especially attractive example for the Charlotte 
collector. 

464 1853 XF 45 ANACS. Appealing, deep golden surfaces are enhanced 
by soft crimson highlights. The details are sharply represented and 
the surface marks are mostly light. 

465 1868-S AU 58 ANACS. The majority of extant 1868-S half eagles 
grade either VF or XF, and AU examples are just as difficult to locate 
as those of the S-mint issues from 1858-1867. In Mint State, NGC 
and PCGS combined report only two examples, both in MS 61 (the 
same coin crossed over?). One of the finest known survivors of this 
low mintage (52,000 pieces), heavily circulated issue, both sides 
show rich sunset-red patina that is somewhat mottled over the 
obverse. The strike is uncommonly bold and there are no discernible 
abrasions. A magnificent coin from an aesthetic viewpoint, this spec¬ 
imen also possesses unquestionable rarity that deserves a carefully 
considered bid. (See Color Photo) 

466 1873 Open 3 MS 61 NGC. A scarce issue and definitely an impor¬ 
tant coin in Mint condition. Well defined except on the eagle’s neck, 
the coin has attractive orange-gold patina and shows a few small 
marks, mostly on the obverse. 

467 1878-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. An attractive 
piece that shows signs of soft retoning. All details are sharp and the 
surfaces reflect only the most minor of marks. A nice looking half 
eagle. 

468 1881 MS 63 PCGS. Sharp with a halo of golden patina about the 
peripheries. 

469 1881/0 AU 50 ANACS. Breen-6715. Still lustrous with normal strik¬ 
ing softness on Liberty’s middle curls and the eagle’s neck feathers. 
Under light magnification the right arc of the 0 is readily discem- 
able, as well as repunching at the bases of the first three digits. 
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1883 MS 63 PCGS. The certified population of this 1880s half eagle 491 
drops off markedly above the MS 62 level. This is a richly colored, 
orange-gold survivor whose surfaces are uncommonly smooth for 
the issue. Sharply struck and lustrous. 492 


1884 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and satiny with a few minor contact 
marks. An often overlooked P-mint, the 1884 is second in Mint State 
scarcity only to the tiny mintage 1889 among Philadelphia half 
eagles from this decade. 


493 


1885- S MS 65 NGC. Boldly detailed with orange tinted surfaces 
shading to green-gold at the borders with strong underlying mint 
frost. A clean and attractive, upper-end, conditionally scarce coin. 
Population: 41 in 65, 5 are finer. 

1886- S MS 63 PCGS. Sharply impressed and especially clean for 
the grade. 

1888 AU 53 PCGS. An uncommon P-mint five from a mintage of 
just 18,201 pieces. This example is very well struck with subtle red¬ 
dish accents. 

1892-CC MS 62 NGC. The 1892-CC is the most elusive of the four 
CC-mint half eagles produced in the 1890s and, in higher grades, the 
issue’s availability drops off markedly. Winter asserts that fewer 
than 35 Mint State examples are known today. This is a lightly 
abraded survivor whose surfaces show swirling cartwheel luster and 
original golden-rose coloration. Sharply struck for the issue with 
bold overall definition. Population: 23 in 62, only 6 finer.

1893 MS 64 PCGS. The surfaces show a lovely combination of 
bright orange toning and pale yellow surfaces. Very scarce in this 
grade and rare finer.

1893-0 AU 55 PCGS. The surfaces on this difficult O-mint are a 
subdued yellow-gold with a few light marks beneath Liberty’s chin. 
Atypical sharpness in the centers. 


1894 MS 62 PCGS. Although lackluster in appearance, the surfaces 
are curiously mark-free for the MS 62 grade. 

1894 MS 62 PCGS. Quite lustrous and sharp with a couple of small 
abrasions on Liberty’s cheek. 


1897 MS 63 PCGS. Slightly muted luster seems to keep this rela¬ 
tively smooth coin from a near-Gem grade. 


1897 MS 63 PCGS. Some deep golden-orange patina circles the 
obverse border. Sharply struck with a few hardly mentionable luster 
grazes. 

1898 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny, golden surfaces, a couple of vertical 
marks on the obverse limit the grade. 


1898-S MS 63 PCGS. The lustrous, orange-gold surfaces show com¬ 
paratively few abrasions for the assigned grade. 


1899 MS 63 PCGS. Highly lustrous with a reddish-golden cast. 

1900 MS 63 NGC. A few surface marks on each side explain the 
Select grade. Lustrous. 

1900 MS 63 PCGS. Appearing finer than the stated grade, a well 
defined, nicely lustrous example. 

1900-S MS 64 PCGS. A premium type coin that is strongly sugges¬ 
tive of a Gem. The surfaces are clean and problem-free, the strike is 
complete, and the luster is satiny with an attractive yellow tint. Very 
rare in finer grades.

1903-S MS 64 PCGS. Copper-gold in color, the originally preserved 507 
surfaces are lustrous and appealing. 

1904 MS 63 PCGS. The orange-gold surfaces are fully frosted and 
typically marked for the assigned grade. 508 


1904 MS 63 PCGS. Unlike most gold coins, the grade-defining 
abrasions of this example are largely confined to the reverse. Green- 
gold in color with the look of a higher grade.

1904 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with typically marked surfaces and 
attractive yellow-gold color. 

1906- S MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous with swirling cartwheel effects, the 
surfaces show a few too many small abrasions to qualify for a high¬ 
er grade. 

1907— Scratched—AN ACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. A series of 
hairline scratches on the reverse keeps this bright, satiny example 
from a solid Mint State rating. 

1907 MS 63 PCGS. Presenting a bright reddish-golden appearance, 
a few small marks limit the grade. 

1907 MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous and boldly impressed, a near- 
Gem specimen. 

1907-D MS 63 PCGS. Pleasing champagne-gold coloration charac¬ 
terizes both sides of this lightly marked half eagle. 

1907-D MS 63 PCGS. Bright and original with nearly mark-free sur¬ 
faces. Some slight weakness is noted on the obverse device. 

1907-D MS 64 NGC. The radiant, rose-gold surfaces do not reveal 
any abrasions that would seem to preclude an even higher grade. 

1908 MS 63 NGC. The final year for the Liberty design and always 
a popular coin with collectors. Lustrous and sharply defined with a 
rich golden finish, this coin is conservatively graded. 

1908 MS 66 NGC. An uncommonly well preserved Liberty half 
eagle, the orange-gold surfaces show a soft, satiny texture. The 
devices are crisply defined and there are no noticeable abrasions on 
either side. NGC reports only 22 examples in MS 66 with none finer, 
but PCGS has certified 6 pieces in MS 67. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY HALF EAGLE 

1900 PR 58 PCGS. Despite an overall scuffy appearance, the olive- 
tan surfaces reveal ample remaining reflectivity in the fields. The 
devices are sharply defined and indicative of the care with which this 
coin was produced. It is unknown how many proof 1900 half eagles 
survive out of the original mintage of 230 pieces, but both Akers and 
Breen describe the issue as “rare.” This lightly circulated survivor 
was struck from the proof obverse die with perfect stars. The date is 
low—a diagnostic feature of the issue. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


1909 MS 64 PCGS. The color of this sharply struck example alter¬ 
nates between green-gold and orange-gold shades as the coin rotates 
beneath a light. There are no noticeable distractions on this seem¬ 
ingly conservatively graded example. The 1909 is among the more 
common issues in this conditionally challenging series, but Mint 
State survivors are always in demand among high quality type col¬ 
lectors. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Curiously abrasion-free for the grade, the sur¬ 
faces are somewhat deficient in luster. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous with a reasonably good 
strike. A few microscopic abrasions are noted overall. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A typical population of small contact marks 
serve to limit the grade. 

1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Well defined with soft, satiny luster. Select 
quality abounds throughout. 

1909-D MS 63 NGC. Mottled tan accents are noted on both sides of 
this otherwise green-gold and orange colored example. Lightly 
marked, as befits the Select level, yet boldly defined throughout. 

1909-D MS 64 PCGS. A bright reddish-golden appearance encom¬ 
passes each side. Several abrasions are seen on the obverse. 

1912 AU 50 PCGS. Lightly circulated with much remaining luster. 
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510 1912 AU 55 ANACS. A richly detailed piece showing attractive lus¬ 
ter with touches of crimson and deeper tones. Just a few light marks 
are seen on this appealing coin. 

511 1912 MS 62 PCGS. A slightly subdued appearance and a typical 
count of small marks combine to limit the grade. 

512 1912 MS 63 PCGS. An unusually clean piece with bright mint lus¬ 
ter and a sharp strike. A few copper colored alloy spots are seen on 
each side. 

513 1914-D MS 63 PCGS. Orange toning appears on both sides of this 
flashy example. Definitely a premium quality example. 

514 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Rich orange-golden luster and exhibiting few 
appreciable marks. This is one of those desirable gold issues that 
generally sells for a type price although it is considerably scarcer 
than the most common issues. 

515 1914-S MS 63 NGC. Well struck for this conditionally elusive date, 
with original reddish-gold color and appealing mint luster. The mint- 
mark is visible but not readable, often referred to as a “blob.” Sur¬ 
face marks are sparse and hardly distracting. A difficult coin at all 
levels of Uncirculated. Population: 6 in 63, 5 higher. 

516 1915 MS 63 PCGS. The original copper-gold surfaces are minimal¬ 
ly marked for the grade. Sharply struck and attractive, this coin has 
the look of a near-Gem. 

517 1915 MS 63 NGC. Bright golden color overlays each side. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


518 1846-0—Graffiti—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. A bright gold 
piece showing slight wear. Bold details remain, but numerous light 
scratches are seen on both sides. Still, the piece is quite collectible. 

519 1847—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. Nat¬ 
ural looking amber-gold colors have softened the cleaned appear¬ 
ance of this piece. The scratches referenced on the holder are not sig¬ 
nificant in nature, and overall this remains a decent and very col¬ 
lectible early Coronet eagle. 

520 1872—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. One of a string 
of ten dollar rarities struck at the Philadelphia Mint during an era 
when double eagle production received top billing. A mere 1,620 
business strikes were issued and survivors probably number fewer 
than two dozen coins. Although moderately abraded, this minimally 
worn example still retains much of its original prooflikeness and the 
aforementioned “cleaning” does not have a particularly adverse 
effect on the overall eye appeal. 

521 1879—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. Some very 
light hairlines are seen on the obverse of this piece, a result of the 
cleaning. The obverse has retoned considerably and the reverse dis¬ 
plays a natural look. Overall, though, the piece is quite nice. 

522 1879-S MS 61 NGC. A very scarce Mint State date in the series that 
displays bright luster and a sharp strike. A few abrasions on the 
obverse are noted and expected for the grade. 

523 1880-S MS 62 PCGS. A premium quality coin for the grade, the lus¬ 
trous surfaces are free of sizeable abrasions. 


524 1880-S MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with a number of small facial blem¬ 
ishes. A scarcer date in Mint State. 

525 1882 MS 63 NGC. Frosty cartwheel luster and orange-golden toning 
give this piece a nice overall appearance with the normal marks one 
would expect for this grade. 

526 1883 MS 61 PCGS. This somewhat baggy survivor shows sharply 
struck features and swirling cartwheel effects that help to redeem the 
overall eye appeal. 

527 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. Somewhat scarcer issue. Good luster and 
color but typically abraded on the obverse. Population: 52 in 62, 
only 5 are finer. 


1888-S MS 62 NGC. Nicely lustrous with a halo of deep golden 
color. Several surface marks on the obverse limit the grade. 

1891-CC AU 58 PCGS. Mostly lustrous with a hint of rubbing on 
each side. A minimally marked representative of this affordable CC 
eagle. 

1892 MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous and sharply impressed, a num¬ 
ber of small and moderate contact marks are seen on each side. 

1893 MS 64 NGC. Elusive any finer, this is an attractive example of 
this conditionally scarce P-mint eagle. Rich copper-gold and rose 
coloration adorns both sides and accents the crisply defined features. 
There are no individually mentionable distractions. 

1894 MS 63 PCGS. The few scattered abrasions hardly detract from 
the appealing golden-rose surfaces. 

1894-0 AU 53 ANACS. A sharp looking eagle with rich, deep gold¬ 
en surfaces and the faintest hint of crimson. The coin is boldly 
detailed and light surface marks are seen. Some obverse spotting is 
present but the piece is still quite nice overall. 

1897 MS 64 NGC. Sharply defined throughout with rich satiny lus¬ 
ter, and showing a couple of normal contact marks over the obverse. 
Rich orange-golden color throughout. 

1901 MS 63 PCGS. Sharply defined with slightly muted luster. A 
couple of marks on Liberty’s cheek and neck limit the grade. 

1901-S—Rims Filed—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. After 
encapsulation, the problems associated with the rims are unde¬ 
tectable on this lustrous, reddish-golden example. 

1901-S MS 65 NGC. Uncommonly clean for a Liberty eagle, the 
surfaces display swirling cartwheel luster and razor sharp striking 
detail. There are no individually mentionable abrasions and both 
sides show rich golden-rose patina. 

1903-0—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU 50. This piece 
shows some ill effects of the cleaning including some residual bril¬ 
liance. The details are quite bold and the surfaces show very light 
marks, and these are few in number. 

1903- 0 MS 62 NGC. Both sides are noticeably abraded. The strike 
is, however, bold throughout and redeems the overall eye appeal. 
This is an elusive O-mint issue in all Mint State grades. 

1904- 0 MS 62 NGC. Scattered bagmarks bar the golden-orange sur¬ 
faces from a higher grade. 

1907 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and frosty with a few scattered bagmarks. 

1907 MS 63 PCGS. “Why is this only in an MS 63 holder?” might 
be the headline for this specimen. The richly toned, highly lustrous 
surfaces are essentially mark-free. With a sharp strike, we simply 
cannot explain the coin’s conservative grade. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


1907 No Motto MS 63 PCGS. Sharply defined with only the most 
minor of surface disturbances. A ring of antique-golden color circles 
the border of each side. 

1907 No Motto MS 65 PCGS. Beautiful and satiny, the yellow-gold 
surfaces show above average striking definition for the series. There 
are no distracting abrasions on either side and the eye appeal is con¬ 
siderable even for the Gem level. This transitional Indian eagle is 
always in demand among type collectors and 20th century gold spe¬ 
cialists alike. 


1910-D MS 63 PCGS. A pleasing specimen that displays a bright 
reddish-golden color and noteworthy definition on each side. Mini¬ 
mally marked for a Select Indian ten. 
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1910-D MS 65 NGC. The 1910-D is infrequently encountered at the 
Gem level despite its status as the most common branch mint Indian 
eagle. Precious few survivors show the smooth, lustrous surfaces 
that this lovely Gem boasts. A ring of orange-copper peripheral iri¬ 
descence frames the otherwise honey-gold surfaces. This coin repre¬ 
sents an important bidding opportunity for the Gem quality collec- 


1911 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous with the typically seen, matte-like tex¬ 
ture, a couple of small marks are seen on the obverse. 

1913 MS 63 PCGS. Bright luster with a minimum of abrasions for 
the grade. An upper-end specimen. 

1913-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. Modest hair¬ 
lines are noticed on the portrait, being made less obvious on the 
reverse by blushes of rose-violet patina. A scarcer issue in any con¬ 
dition from a small mintage of 66,000 pieces. 

1913-S AU 58 ANACS. This S-mint issue is a legendary rarity in 
Mint State. The lightly rubbed surfaces of this just-miss example 
show a few scattered abrasions that do not, however, unduly detract 
from the overall eye appeal. Partially lustrous and orange-gold in 
appearance. 

1926 MS 63 NGC. Well struck, several obverse marks limit the 
grade. 

1926 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and attractive, a few contact marks 
limi t the grade. 

1926 MS 64 PCGS. Were it not for a few inconsequential abrasions, 
this attractive Indian eagle would easily qualify for an even higher 
grade. 

1926 MS 64 PCGS. One of the two most common dates in the series. 
A highly lustrous specimen with a few small contact marks mostly 
on the reverse. 

1926 MS 64 NGC. Highly lustrous, one noticeable abrasion is men¬ 
tioned adjacent to the Indian’s eye. 

1926 MS 65 NGC. Rich, variegated shades of yellow-gold and 
orange-gold tastefully decorate each side of this well struck Gem. 

1932 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous but showing a few small marks that are 
consistent with the grade. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Appearing fairly typical for the grade, several 
contact marks and luster grazes are noted overall. Fully lustrous. 

1932 MS 63 NGC. A typical number of luster grazes explain the 
Select grade. 

1932 MS 63 NGC. A pronounced pink-golden color emanates from 
each side. 

1932 MS 63 NGC. Several abrasions and contact marks serve to 
limit the grade of this bright specimen. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Affordable quality in a generic Indian ten. 
Numerous marks and luster grazes explain the grade. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Fully lustrous with some rich orange-golden 
toning. For identification purposes, two contact marks overlap 
(resembling an “X”) in the Indian’s headdress. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Unusually clean and lustrous for the grade, 
some of the highpoint details are not fully struck. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Variegated shades of crimson-pink and antique- 
gold dance across the obverse. A typically marked example. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Richly toned with slightly subdued luster. A 
couple of marks are mentioned on the eagle’s wing. 

1932 MS 63 PCGS. Both sides bear the look of a higher graded coin, 
save for a couple of minor obverse abrasions. 
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1932 MS 64 NGC. A very Choice piece sporting full, bright luster 
and a reasonably sharp strike. A few minor luster grazes limit the 
grade. 

1932 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with a fully original appearance and 
no overly detracting blemishes. 

1932 MS 64 PCGS. Well defined with bright, colorful luster. A very 
Choice specimen. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


1851-0 AU 55 PCGS. Of the 13 double eagle issues from the New 
Orleans Mint, survivors of the 315,000 pieces produced in 1851 are 
encountered with the most frequency in today’s market. This is not 
to say that the 1851-0 is a common issue. All O-mint double eagles 
are scarce to rare and, above the XF level, the present issue is no dif¬ 
ferent. This is a moderately prooflike example whose green-gold 
surfaces show an overall scuffy appearance. There are, however, no 
individually distracting abrasions and the devices show crisp defini¬ 
tion despite light rub across the highpoints. An important candidate 
for inclusion in a circulated gold date collection. (See Color Photo) 

1852 AU 50 ANACS. Considerable luster remains, and the eye 
appeal of this piece is enhanced by touches of soft red within die 
devices. This early double eagle shows solid details with minimal 
wear and though the typical, light marks are present, none are major. 

1857- S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. Though pre¬ 
viously cleaned, this piece does not appear overly bright. The coin 
still displays a solid strike and sharp details. Surface marks are pre¬ 
sent but they are not overly numerous or serious in nature and over¬ 
all, this remains a solid example of this somewhat scarce San Fran¬ 
cisco issue. 

1858- S—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. 
Considerable retoning is seen on this piece though some brightness 
remains. Hints of soft red add appeal to the look of this early double 
eagle. A scratch is seen in the obverse field near Liberty’s nose and 
the remaining marks are typical and mostly minor in nature. 

1860 AU 55 PCGS. A near-Mint example featuring almost full, 
bright luster and a good strike. Numerous contact marks have pum- 
meled each side. 

1860-S XF 45 PCGS. Although more easily obtained than the 1861- 
S Paquet Reverse and the 1866-S No Motto, the 1860-S is in the sec¬ 
ond rarity tier among S-mint Liberty double eagles. Other issues in 
this tier include the 1854-S, 1861-S, 1862-S, 1864-S, 1866-S Motto, 
1867-S, and 1868-S. The scarcity of AU survivors places consider¬ 
able date collector pressure on Choice XF examples such as the pre¬ 
sent coin. Noticeably worn, the surfaces do, nevertheless, show 
pleasing overall definition and hints of remaining mint luster. Both 
sides are typically abraded for a double eagle that saw fifteen points 
of circulation. (See Color Photo) 

1861 MS 61 NGC. Given its status as one of the more available 
Type One Liberty double eagles, it is little wonder that the 1861 is a 
prized commodity in all Mint State grades. This is a moderately 
abraded example whose surfaces show pleasing crimson-gold color 
and bold definition. There is considerable re mainin g luster for the 
grade. 

1863-S XF 45 PCGS. The typically marked surfaces show 15 points 
of wear. Some luster re mains in the crevices. 

1869-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net. XF 40. Colors rang¬ 
ing from pale gold to amber and red are seen on this nicely retoning 
piece. The design details are quite bold and the visible surface marks 
are typical and mostly minor. A tiny spot on Liberty’s neck is barely 
noticeable. 

1873 Open 3 AU 55 NGC. A near-Mint example of this common 
Type Two. A trifle baggy as usual. 

1875-S AU 50 NGC. Well struck and partially lustrous, but quite a 
few bagmarks. 

1875-S AU 53 PCGS. Still partially lustrous despite the obvious 
wear and a few noticeable contact marks. 
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583 1875-S AU 55 PCGS. Several heavy contact marks are seen on the 
obverse. Abundant luster remains. 

584 1876 AU 53 PCGS. Numerous surface marks are seen on this typi¬ 
cally abraded issue. 

585 1876-S AU 53 PCGS. Lightly circulated with typically appearing 
surfaces. Some deep reddish color is noted overall. 

586 1877-S AU 58 NGC. A near-Mint example showing little (if any) 
actual wear. The orange-gold surfaces are peppered with tiny contact 
marks. 

587 1878-S MS 60 NGC. Rich golden-orange color. A somewhat scarcer 
issue in Mint State condition. 

588 1878-S MS 62 PCGS. Pleasing pinkish-orange color with bold def¬ 
inition and the look of a higher graded coin. Much scarcer than the 
mintage of 1,739,000 pieces might imply, and conditionally rare in 
grades of MS 62 and above. Population: 39 in 62, 2 finer. 

589 1882-S MS 61 NGC. A solid but only average Mint State coin, gen¬ 
erously abraded across the obverse. 

590 1883-S MS 62 PCGS. The 1883-S double eagle parallels its silver 
dollar counterpart, being fairly scarce in the lower reaches of Uncir¬ 
culated and very difficult to obtain at the choice or better grade lev¬ 
els. This example displays outstanding luster and striking character¬ 
istics, and is downgraded by a few too many light field marks. 

591 1884-S MS 60 PCGS. Original and frosty, with excellent luster. 
Myriad marks preclude a higher rating on this scarce issue. 

592 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. The bright pink centers are bordered with rich 
golden luster. Some contact marks limit the grade. 

593 1888-S—Damaged, Cleaned—AN ACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. A 
sharp looking coin with softened brilliance that shows just a touch of 
mauve coloration. The devices are bold and only the usual light sur¬ 
face marks are seen. Still quite an attractive piece. 

594 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Despite a few scattered abrasions, this is a lus¬ 
trous and relatively attractive survivor of this conditionally scarce S- 


595 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Typically abraded on the obverse, the surfaces 
are, nonetheless, fully frosted. Pinpoint striking definition is noted 
beneath the rich copper-gold coloration. 

596 1889 MS 61 PCGS. Well struck with satiny luster. A number of abra¬ 
sions, a toning spot, and a dark streak on the reverse are mentioned 
for accuracy. 

597 1889 MS 61 PCGS. Extremely attractive for the assigned grade, 
being typically frosty with numerous small to moderately-sized 
abrasions over both sides. The 1889 double eagle, one of just 44,070 
pieces struck, is reasonably scarce at the Mint State level. 

598 1889-CC AU 53 PCGS. Although relatively obtainable in circulat¬ 
ed grades, this issue remains popular due to the desirability of the 
similarly dated Morgan dollar. This is an attractive coin for the grade 
whose surfaces are free of individually detracting abrasions. Gold¬ 
en-tan in color with sharp overall definition. (See Color Photo) 

599 1889-S MS 62 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, the orange-gold surfaces 
show a few scattered abrasions that account for the grade. 

600 1890 MS 62 PCGS. The 1890 is a lower mintage issue with a pro¬ 
duction of only 75,940 business strikes. This is a highly lustrous 
example with myriad surface abrasions. 

601 1891-S MS 63 NGC. The 1891 -S is surprisingly elusive with mini¬ 
mally marked. Select quality surfaces despite a respectable 
(1,288,125 pieces) original mintage. This orange-gold example is 
fully lustrous and sharply struck. Both sides have the look of a near- 
Gem grade. 


602 1893 MS 62 NGC. Pinkish-orange luster with a touch of light olive. 

Moderately abraded.

603 1893 MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with excellent luster and only 
marred by a few contact marks on the obverse. Scarce. 

604 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. A halo of yellow-golden color circles each 
side. A number of marks and abrasions limit the grade. 

605 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. Minimally marked and well struck, the luster 
is slightly subdued. A pleasant coin for the conservative grade. 

606 1894 MS 62 NGC. This lustrous, minimally marked example has 
legitimate claim to a higher grade. 

607 1894 MS 62 PCGS. Rich orange-gold coloration dances across both 
sides of this sharply struck, frosty example. 

608 1894 MS 62 NGC. Rich golden color with a hint of pink in the cen¬ 
tral regions. Typical obverse marks limit the grade. 

609 1894 MS 64 PCGS. Although readily obtainable in low grades, the 
1894 double eagle is an elusive find at the near-Gem level. This is a 
lustrous, copper-gold survivor whose smooth surfaces have some 
claim to an even higher grade. The razor sharp strike does full jus¬ 
tice to this late-date issue. 

610 1895 MS 64 NGC. Sharply defined with bright yellow-golden color 
and a few small facial abrasions. Nearly impossible to locate in finer 
grades. 

611 1895-S MS 63 PCGS. Sharp and lustrous but typically abraded for 
the grade. 

612 1896 MS 62 PCGS. Well defined overall, the luster is slightly sub¬ 
dued on the obverse. 

613 1896 MS 62 PCGS. Rich golden color with a hint of pink in the cen¬ 
tral areas. Scattered obverse marks limit the grade. 

614 1896 MS 63 NGC. A number of luster grazes are seen on the obverse 
of this well struck specimen. 

615 1896-S MS 62 PCGS. The scattered grade-defining abrasions are 
neither sizeable nor unduly detracting.

622 1898 MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces are quite lustrous for the grade, but 
scattered bagmarks confine this coin to the MS 62 level. Always in 
demand as a low mintage (170,470 pieces) P-mint issue. 

623 1898 MS 62 PCGS. Pinkish-golden in appearance over each side. A 
number of small contact marks limit the grade. 

624 1898-S MS 62 PCGS. Both sides are sharply struck and moderately 
abraded. 

625 1899 MS 60 PCGS. Both sides exhibit a sharp strike and frosty, orig¬ 
inal luster. The obverse is somewhat subdued and very heavily 
marked. 
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626 1899 MS 63 NGC. Fully lustrous with full, sharp definition. A few 
minor marks limit the grade. 

627 1899 MS 64 NGC. A vibrant golden-orange specimen, satiny in tex¬ 
ture and particularly clean for the grade. 

628 1899-S MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with a remarkably clean reverse, 
the ‘99-S is somewhat elusive any finer than MS 63. 

629 1900 MS 64 NGC. An attractive coin, the surfaces show modest 
brightness in the fields at select angles. The strike is bold and there 
are no unduly bothersome abrasions on either side. 

630 1900 MS 64 PCGS. The frosty surfaces do not reveal any bother¬ 
some abrasions. With crisply defined features and soft orange-gold 
coloration, this coin would make an attractive addition to any high 
quality collection. 

631 1901 MS 64 NGC. Mottled orange-gold and golden-rose coloration 
adorns both sides of this sparkling near-Gem. The essentially 
smooth, sharply struck features would do justice to any high quality 
type collection. 

632 1902-S MS 62 PCGS. Richly colored with typically sound S-mint 
qualities of strike and luster. 

633 1902-S MS 62 PCGS. The pink centers are bordered with yellow- 
golden patina. Lightly marked on the obverse, the reverse is at least 
two points finer. 

634 1902-S MS 62 NGC. Well struck with some minor obverse marks. 
Pale olive color accents each side. 

635 1903-S MS 62 PCGS. This is a bright, golden-rose example whose 
surfaces betray a few too many small bagmarks to qualify for an MS

648 1906 MS 61 PCGS. A scarcity among the later date Liberty twenties, 
from a mintage of just 69,596 business strikes. This example dis¬ 
plays a wholly original, satiny appearance with the expected severi¬ 
ty of surface marks. 

649 1906-S MS 63 PCGS. Crimson-gold in color with swirling mint lus¬ 
ter and a few grade-defining bagmarks. This is a surprisingly elusive 
issue above the present level. 

650 1907-S MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and golden-rose in color with no 
more than the typical number of small abrasions for the MS 62 
grade. (See Color Photo)

651 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 63 NGC. Fully lustrous, yet lightly 
marked, the surfaces display relatively bold striking definition. 

652 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 NGC. The lustrous, snappy surfaces 
are suggestive of a full Gem grade. The strike is adequate for the 
issue and there are no noticeable detractions. (See Color Photo) 

653 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. An attractive, golden-rose 
example, both sides are curiously smooth for even the MS 64 level. 

654 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. This lustrous near-Gem is free 
of all but the most trivial abrasions. Originally patinated in golden 
and champagne hues. 

655 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous specimen with yel¬ 
low-gold coloring. A few marks in the obverse fields separate this 
from the gem catagory.

667 1908 Motto MS 63 NGC. An exceptionally lustrous specimen 
exhibiting a good strike and a few minor contact marks. 

668 1909/8 AU 58 ANACS. Moderately abraded with only the slightest 
loss of luster on the highpoints. An affordable representative of this 
popular overdate without sacrificing eye appeal. 

669 1911-SMS63NGC. Original grainy-textured surfaces with remark¬ 
ably few abrasions for this generally lackluster issue. Rich golden 
color overall. 

670 1912 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous with far more flash than is normally 
seen on this conditionally scarce issue. 

671 1914 MS 62 ANACS. Frosty golden-olive surfaces with only a few 
scattered abrasions, certainly well below the quota expected of the 
grade. The low mintage 1914 is the scarcest double eagle issue from 
this year.

1893 Isabella Quarter MS 66 NGC. A prized commodity at the MS 
65 level, this is a lovely, original MS 66 Gem. The otherwise bnl- 
liant-white surfaces show mottled russet, crimson, and electric-blue 
peripheral accents that are more extensive on the obverse. The frosty 
luster is spectacular and cartwheels around the sharply struck fea¬ 
tures at all angles. Nearly unsurpassable quality for the issue. (See 
Color Photo) 

1900 Lafayette Dollar—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 
60. The exceptionally smooth surfaces are slightly muted as a result 
of a light cleaning sometime ago. Each side has now retoned a deli¬ 
cate rose-gray color. Other than a couple of minuscule marks on 
Washington’s chin, there are no reportable distractions. 

1921 Alabama—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 60. 
Unfortunately hairlined, the bright, untoned surfaces are remarkably 
free of sizeable abrasions for the grade. Typically struck for the 


1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 65 PCGS. Pale lilac-gold overtones are 
noted at select angles, but the overall appearance is one of frosty- 
brilliance. The nicely impressed features are uncommonly smooth 
for this low mintage (6,006 pieces), conditionally challenging com¬ 
memorative issue. 


1936 Albany MS 67 NGC. An original specimen with golden-brown 
and russet colorations over both sides. Very scarce in 67, rare any 
finer. 

1935-D Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Mostly brilliant with a hint of gold¬ 
en color on the obverse. Unusually clean for an Arkansas. Condi¬ 
tionally scarce. Population: 55 in 66, only 5 are finer. 

1935-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Speckled russet-brown and crimson 
toning decorates each side. Lustrous surfaces are seen under the pati- 


1938 Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. Smoky-gold and gray iridescence 
envelops both sides of this frosty Gem. 

1936- S Bay Bridge MS 66 PCGS. Bright and essentially untoned 
with only the slightest color at some of the border areas. The bear is 
especially clean and mark-free. Superb quality in a Bay Bridge half 
dollar. 

1934 Boone MS 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant and satiny, with irregu¬ 
lar splashes of reddish-gold color on each side. 

1936 Boone MS 66 PCGS. Mottled tan iridescence interrupts the 
otherwise silver-gray.

1937- S Boone—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 60. A 
reasonably well struck example. Most details are sharp and very few 
surface marks are seen. The color of the piece is a bit too bright, but 
it remains quite collectible. 

1938 Boone PDS Set MS 65 NGC. An original three-piece set that 
shows similar dusky grayish-pink and rose coloration on each coin. 
Excellent underlying luster characteristics. (Total: 3 coins) 

1936 Bridgeport MS 66 PCGS. A thick coating of milky-white ton¬ 
ing blankets each side. A couple of dark spots have accumulated on 
the obverse. 

1925-S California MS 64 PCGS. Lightly patinated and seemingly 
conservatively graded at the MS 64 level. 

1936-S Cincinnati MS 65 PCGS. Pale steel-lilac and golden-gray 
patina blankets both sides of this lustrous example. 

1936 Cleveland MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with die striations on 
the reverse that produce a hard, satiny luster. 
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705 1892 Columbian MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Lightly toned with deeply 
reflective prooflike fields. 

706 1892 Columbian MS 65 NGC. Highly lustrous with some smoky- 
charcoal patination at the border areas. An attractive, fully original 
Gem. 

707 1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. This first-year commemorative half 
dollar combines an electric-blue and antique-gray obverse with a 
largely lilac-gray reverse.

723 1920 Maine MS 65 PCGS. The thick mint frost cartwheels beneath 
lilac-silver toning. Smooth throughout, the surfaces are at the thresh¬ 
old of an even higher grade. 

724 1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Rich lilac-gray patina confirms the 
originality of this sparkling Gem commem. 



725 1938 New Rochelle MS 65 PCGS. This is a gorgeous Gem whose 
features display vibrant crimson-russet tab toning that is deeper on 
the obverse.

The frosty surfaces show a decided 
golden cast. Sharply struck, lustrous, and appealing. 

735 1939 Oregon MS 66 NGC. The surfaces show a predominantly bril¬ 
liant-white appearance despite light, mottled golden patina. 

736 1939-D Oregon MS 66 NGC. Pale gold iridescence blankets both 
sides of this lustrous, technically superior Oregon half. 

737 1939-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. The smooth surfaces alternate between 
brilliant-white and pale gold appearances as the coin rotates beneath 
a light. 

738 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 PCGS. The fulsome frosty luster cartwheels 
gracefully beneath mottled tan and lilac-gray iridescence. 

739 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 NGC. Both sides of this pristine Gem 
show original lilac-tan iridescence and bold striking detail. 

740 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 PCGS. Steel-lilac patina adorns the frosty 
surfaces of this seemingly conservatively graded example. 

741 1936-D Rhode Island MS 65 NGC. An undeniably original speci¬ 
men, mottled charcoal toning is noted on both sides with crimson- 
russet highlights about the rims. 

742 1936-S Rhode Island MS 65 NGC. The dappled charcoal-russet pati¬ 
na is markedly more extensive on the reverse of this Gem quality 
example. 

743 1937 Roanoke MS 64 PCGS. There are no imperfections on the 
untoned surfaces that would seem to preclude an even higher grade. 

744 1937 Roanoke MS 66 PCGS. The placid, silver-white surfaces allow 
for full appreciation of the sharply struck devices. 

745 1936 Robinson MS 65 PCGS. The ice-white surfaces are sharply 
struck and at the threshold of an even higher grade. 

746 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. The originally toned surfaces 
show dappled russet patina that thickens toward the rims. Bright and 
frosty, this coin possesses the eye appeal of a full Gem. 
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747 1935 Spanish Tbail MS 66 NGC. Mottled lilac-gray and steel- 
lavender iridescence dominates both sides of this sparkling Gem, 
although blushes of pink and gold color are noted throughout. The 
technical quality adequately complements this impressive, original 
appearance. (See Color Photo) 

748 1925 Stone Mountain MS 64 NGC. Light, speckled toning on the 
obverse gives way to a much deeper reddish-gold hue over the entire 
reverse. 

749 1935 Texas MS 66 PCGS. Essentially untoned, the surfaces show 
scintillating mint frost and smooth surfaces. 

750 1927 Vermont MS 64 PCGS. Extremely lustrous and partially lay¬ 
ered in golden-violet toning, being kept from Gem status by field 
marks to the right of the portrait. 

751 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. Beautiful copper-gold iridescence 
envelops this snappy Gem. The underlying frosty luster is readily 
appreciable at all angles and the surfaces are free of even the most 
inconsequential abrasions. 

752 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Speckled golden-violet 
toning gravitates to the edges of this impeccable first-year issue. 

753 1947 Booker T. Washington PDS Set PCGS. The P and S-mint 
examples grade MS 65, but the D-mint is MS 64. All are lustrous and 
essentially untoned. (Total: 3 coins) 

754 1948 Booker T. Washington MS 65 NGC. Both sides exhibit shim¬ 
mering luster, and faint specks of color are basically limited to the 
obverse fields. 

755 1948-D Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. With richly frosted, 
carefully preserved surfaces, this brilliant specimen fits comfortably 
into the Gem level. 

756 1948-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 PCGS. Both sides are essen¬ 
tially brilliant despite light steel-lilac overtones. 

757 1949-D Booker T. Washington MS 65 PCGS, untoned; and a 1936 
Rhode Island MS 65 NGC, fully lustrous and smooth beneath 
smoky-champagne patina. (Total: 2 coins) 

758 1949 Booker T. Washington PDS Set MS 65 NGC. A brilliant set of 
coins that show no obvious or detracting abrasions. (Total: 3 coins) 

759 1936 York MS 66 PCGS. Lightly toned in golden shades throughout, 
the reverse displays splashes of tan color. This is a frosty example 
that is undeniably Gem in quality. 

760 1936 York MS 66 NGC. This is a lightly toned example whose clean 
surfaces are indicative of the MS 66 grade. 

761 1936 York MS 67 PCGS. A technically superior commemorative, 
both sides show intermingled swirls of powder-blue, silver-white, 
and golden-gray iridescence that yield to rich golden-russet color in 
select peripheral areas on the reverse. 

762 1936 York MS 67 NGC. The isolated swirls of milky-gold and pow¬ 
der-blue patina that overlay both sides hardly inhibit one’s apprecia¬ 
tion of the swirling cartwheel luster. The pristine surfaces are indica¬ 
tive of the Superb Gem level.

There it 
was described as, “First year of issue for Moffat as well as all other 
private minters in California. John Moffat’s gold coins were the 
most highly respected of all private minters and his pieces did not 
suffer during the great meltdown of private gold that started in the 
spring of 1851. This piece exhibits moderate, well-balanced wear 
and only the normal, scattered marks from circulation. Both sides 
show distinctive coppery-gold accents that cling to the sheltered 
areas of the design. . . ” Listed on page 276 of the 2000 Guide Book. 


764 1847 Hawaii Cent MS 64 Brown PCGS. The attractive, glossy- 

brown surfaces reveal crimson-lilac undertones throughout and 
blushes of original luster in the protected areas on the reverse. The 
strike is bold and neither side betrays any detracting abrasions. 
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
